The Carson Appeal has had considerable to say of late

Ihe Journal offipe was promised a certain sum of money to 
write names upon mailing wrappers. 
We can state that we 


weie informed by C. A. Norcross that we would be paid for 
all the extra time we put in on the paper by Senator Stew- 
art, as wp "kicked" about the matter not knowing who was 
responsible to us for our extra labor, Yes, wa put in a great 
week. 
We saw N. W. Roff crowded out of his position of 


business manager and city editor. 
We saw Judge Webster 


walking around with a surprised look upon his face, won- 
dering whether he was on foot or on horseback. 
It was a 


great week, to be sure. Half the time we could not figure 
out who we weie working for. Sometimes we would think 
it was Norcross, then would guess it was Bill Stewart, and 
when we saw Judge Webster in deep thought over the ques- 
tion as to whether he had an interest in tbe Journal or not, 
we had our doubts about it being him. We never thought 
it could be Mr. Kelley as that gentleman had disappeared 
from the scene of action and was off somewhere telling the 
people how he lived on bacon and beans when he came to 
Nevada in the early days.

The course that Stewart has pursued in this matter 
has been that of a dead beat and a fraud. The boys that 
did the work earned their money and if Stewart were an 
honest man he would pay the debt, 


We have published this statement to show just how the 


matter stands and the true facts. 
No one can blame us for 


being a little bit indignant over the matter. Let the Carson 
Appeal tell the truth, and if it cannot do that keep still.

In Saturday morning's JOURNAL there 


was made a more or lees facetious re- 
view of some of the work of the late 
Democratic convention at Reno, which 
was intended to help the editor of the
